Lanes Leavé a Gap 


The graduation of thé’ Lane twins,

cumstances, for their reeord of the past 
three years has proved them the great- 
est collegiate fencers of all time. Their 
single-handed conquest last year of 
the famous “iron-man”.trophy, sym- 
bolic of intercollegiate fencing su- 
premacy. will not soon be forgotten. 
Roland Fleer ’24, the third man on the 
foils team, was also lest through grad- 
uation. 

The dueling sword team was the 
weakest part of last year’s champion- 
ship organization, for it was composed 
of inexperienced men. Exactly the 
same problem offers itself this year, 
except that not even promising ma- 
terial is on hand. F. W. Saunders ‘24, 
No. 1 man on the team, and Robert 
Morrison '24, alternate No. 2 man, have 
graduated. Snedeker, who alternated 
with Morrison, is the logical choicé for 
the No. 1 position, but he is too er- 
ratic, despite his experience, to handle 
the position satisfactorily. 


Trained Skill Lacking 


Not much can be expected of last 
year’s freshman team in the way of 
varsity material, for fencing depends 
very little on natural ability, but 
mainly on trained skill that requires 
at least two years of instruction to 
develop. 
last year’s freshman team, is the most 
pomising of his class and due to the 
scarcity of mateial he will make a 
strong bid for a position. He is tall 
and has almost an abnomal reach and 
therefore might do well with the duel- 
ing sword under the training of Clar- 
ence Shearn ’23, dueling sword coach. 

To fill the remaining two positions 
on the foils team,. Durham, of course, 
as No. 1 man, are Andrew Carrillo ’25, 
manager, and Howard Finney ‘26.

Drastic Change Imperative 


The scarcity of trained material this 
year makes. imperative a. drastic 
change in the coaching system. Dan- 
guy is a very capable fencing instruc- 
tor, but unless he adopts the tactics 
of other fencing coaches, a long time 
will elapse before another, champion- 
ship comes to Harvard. Three days a 
week with 10 minutes a day is the 
maximum amount of private instruc- 
tion given to members of the team and 
candidates. If members of the squad 
want more private instruction they 
must pay for it at the rate of $2 an 
hour and this is beyond the reach of 
many.

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PORT COMMERCE 
ISWELLHANDLED 
BY CAR FERRIES 


Fleet Now Totals 13—Play 
Big Part in Port Develop- 
‘ment Survey Proves 
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MILWAUKEE, Wis., Sept. 27 (Spe- 
cial .Correspondence)—Recent addi- 
tion of two new car ferries by the 
Pere Marquette Railway, on the 
route between this port and the 
Michigan shores, brings the number 
of these huge, whale-shaped ships 
that daily cross Lake Michigan to 13. 
Picturesque as these inland sea 
craft appear to the visitor to Mil- 
-waukee, they play an important part 
in the city’s commercial life. They 
bear no less than between one-fourth 
and one-third of tke port’s com- 
merce. . | 
Because of Milwaukee’s position 
off the great transcontinental rail- 
ways, these car-ferries, which oper- 
ate regularly throushout the year, 
are of vast importance to the city’s 
industries. In fact, it is said, they 
represent the main factor in keeping 
Miiwaukee on the Chicago basis of 
rates to and from eastern ports. 


Car-ferries made their first ap- 
pearance on Lake Michigan in 1892, 
according to a report of the harbor 
commission, when a line was estab- 
lished between Frankfort, Mich., and 
Kewaunee, Wis., by the Ann Arbor 
Railway Company, Manitowoc, Me- 
nominee and Manistique was included 
later. Subsequently the Pere Mar- 
quette railroad put car-ferries in 
service between Milwaukee and Lud- 
ington, Mich. The Grand Trunk Rail- 
way Company followed by connect- 
ing Milwaukee and Grand Haven, 
Mich. 

Today the Grand Trunk and Pere 
Marquette roads maintain important 
terminals at Milwaukee. Their larg- 
est ferries carry 30 freight cars at 
a load to the important eastern lines 
whose trackage extends to the Mich- 
igan shore. Economists predict that 
the car-ferries will double their traf- 
fic in the next 10 ‘years.

Municipal Housing Project 
Makes Home-Owning Possible 


Milwaukee Experiment Proves Big Suticanssiaded 


House Erected for 


MILWAUKEE, Wis., ‘Sept. 27 (Spe- 
cial Correspondence)—A group of 105 
artistically designed: homes, of old 
English Colonial style, stand clus- 
tered around a city park, represent- 
ing Milwaukee’s experiment in mu- 
nicipal housing. The project, re- 
garded solely as an example of what 
municipal- enterprise may accom- 
plish, has’ demonstrated, an official 
declares, that model huwmes can be 
erected here co-operatively for less 
than $5000 each, including the land, 
and so placed within the reach of 
many citizens. 

The dwellings. are.-of a common 
material, but so clearly . diversified 
that each maintains its individuality 
in the lLarmonious whole. A few of

the houses. are double, but most of 
them single, to meet the instinc- 
tive need of the American home- 
owner for privacy. 

The garden homes project, as it is 
called, is typical of Milwaukee’s 
liking for solving its problems 
through co-operation of the munic- 
ipality and public-spirited citizens. 
Although the idea was advanced by a 
Socialistic Mayor, Daniel W. Hoan. 
manufacturers, business men and a 
banker directed its consummation. 

Through this co-operation, 105 
families have been enabled to buy 
homes on terms of $500 down and 


also provides for insurance, taxes, 
repairs, administration and contin- 
gencies. The surplus is being used 
to improve the park, equip it with 
ap apparatus and maintain 
it as a skating rink in winter. 


A corporation was formed with 
authorized capital of $250,000. com- 
mon ahd, $250,000 preferred stock. 
The preferred, of which the city ‘and 
county purchased $100,000 each, 
yields a 5 per cent cumulative divi- 
dend. The common stock is sub- 
scribed to by the home occupants. 
Legally, ‘instead of buying their 
own homes, they purchase stock to 
the value of their hofhes. As the 
common stock is gradually pur- 
chased the preferred stock is re- 


16 years, the tenants will-own all 
the property. 

Inability to sell more preferred 
stock, yielding only 5 per cent, has 
causéd the Garden Homes Company 
to suspend further operations. In 
fact the city and county bought twice 
as much stock as originally con- 
templated.

MILWAUKEE, Wis., Sept. 27 -(Spe- 
cial’ Correspondence)—The Wiscon- 
sin Players, organized some dozen 
years ago, is a flourishing and grow- — 
ing..imstitution. It was designed to

theater and it has become just, that. 
The majority of Milwaukee’s sérious 
students of the stage are members 
of the Players and most of the city’s 
serious work for advancement of the 
theater’is done in.the Players’ home. 

The Players this season are to give 
three plays as their big achievements 
of the year. The first will be “Fash- 
‘ion,” by Anna Cora Mowatt -Ritchie, 
whch was’ presented with so Much 
success by the Provincetown Players 
last year. The play, an old-fashioned 
melodrama of society, was written 
in- 1845. The Players hope to give it, 
as’ the Provincetown cast did, with 
the incidental music written by 
Deems Taylor, the New York critic 
and composer. This play will be 
presented on Nov. 8 and 9. ? 

“Sun-Up,” Lulu Vollmer’s play and 
Study of the southern mountains, will 
be the second offering, with the date 
probably in the latter part of Janu- 
ary. This play was given with suc- 
cess in New York last year, followed 
by a run in Chicago. 

The third play is to be Sophocles’ 
“Antigone,” which probably will be 
given. late in the spring as present 
plans call for a presentation out-of- 
doors. It is understood that Gustave 
Moeller, Milwaukee aftist, will do the 
settings for “Antigone.” 

The first two.of the plays will be 
given in the Pabst Theater and also 
the third, if the outdoor plan is 
found impractical. The Players are 
financing their productions under a 
sul scription plan for the t#ree, and 
already $2500 has been subscribed. 

ft is probable that, following an 
old custom, a tour of the, larger 
cities of the State will be made in 
the spring. Correspondence hasbeen 
exchanged with S. H. Goodnight, 
dean of the University of Wisconsin, 
looking toward presentation of the 
three plays in the open-air theater 
at Madison during the summer. Pro- 


} fessor Goodnight is head of the uni- 


versity summer school. He is under- 
stood to approve the plan and the 
Players are counting on this oppor- 
tunity as one of their biggest. 

Mrs. Laura Sherry, who has heen 
| at the he.d of the’ Players since their 
organization, will direct all three 
productions. Mrs. Sherry recently 
has done some excellent th ngs in 
poetry and she has-established her- 
self as a director of plays. It was 
under her leadership that the Wis- 
consin Players toured the east, some 
seven yeafs ago, with a repertory 
of one-act plays, and received much 
attention there. 

“John Ferguson, " by St. John Ir- 
vine, which was .given with great 
success by' the Players last year, 
may be repeated this season. In 
addition to their more elaborate 
work, the Players will give a num- 
ber of shorter plays during the sea- 
son. A course of poetry lectures has 
been announced, and the Wisconsin 
Players’ School of Dramatic Art will 
conduct classes in both acting and 
dance ne.
